number of witnesses were brought 
ap by the prosecution, soma of 
whoee testimony is given below. 
No witnesses were introduced for 
the defimso. After hearing the 
evidence J udge Rochester ruled 
that as tto witness had idcntitied 
the prisoner* m participants in the 
killing that they were discharged. 

Ed. Dobs' Testimony I work 
in the telegraph office at the de- 
pot. I was in the oifioe when the 
trouble oame up. The firetshot 
attracted my attention. I turned 
around and saw a man dressed as 
a rough-rider cross the railroad to 
the platform in front of the rail- 
road odice with a pistol. One man 
cried out, "Comik we are going to 
he attacked." llten I got back 
into the othco and lay down on 
the tloor. I lii-anl seven or eight 
.shots tired. 1 did nut sec Claud 
Wheeler. There was n Itig crowd 
and they seemed to be rushing to- 
ward the depot; I saw pistols; the 
man had on a cowboy hat; I could 
not identify him; 1 could not tell 
how many were shooting but could 
hoar the shots; I oould not tell 
who they were shooting at; I did 
not see them' hit Olaud. After the 
shooting I first saw Gland in front 
of Mr. Robertson's; in seven or 
eight niinutes father came down 
»t> t!:e depot, came into the office 
and said that they had killed Claud 
Ue went out where tha oow-bovs 
wei^ and when I got out there ne 
was gone. Yes, I saw the cow- 
l)oy'B pistol and heard one fellow 
remark, "There goes the d s 
b — . Just after the shooting I saw 
a man walk up to another man and 
ask if he was hurt. The man said 
he was; he was a spare made man; 
he was wounded in the neck; ho 
said, "They have wounded Ken- 
ny." It must have l)een ten min- 
utes after the killing. The killing 
oocnned on the night of Aug. 8a. 
in Omtendsn county, Ky. 

Croes-Examined. 

The man who was shot had long 
hair. 

Yes, I saw Claud liefore the 
shooting; he was in Taylor's sa- 
loon; I saw him at the depot ten 
minutes later; I oould not tell 
what his condition WM, though I 
think he was drinking aome, but 
not to exoeek. 

I could not tell whether the man 
.who fired the shot had long hair 
or not; thm m m n A to be • good 



man and do not know whet her he 

was connected with the shooting 

or not, but I supi^ose he was. 

Croaa-Examined. 

No, sir, I could not say these 

men (the prisoners) are the ones 

who did the shooting; the first 

time I saw them they were walk-v 

ing aenth- toward thesb^w ground 
—I mean north— \hey were going 

north towards the show grounds; 
it was alxiut thirty ininiitus l>efore 
the 8licK)ting (X'cnrred. I do not 
know when Claud Wheeler left 
town. 

M. M. Chandler's Testimony I 
did not Claud Wheeler, as I 
was down at the show ground. T 
saw a nunil)er of fellows, eight or 
ten, but could not say whether they 
were cow-lx»ys or not; they were 
going towarus t^e fair grounds and 
were walking rapidly, and they 
seemed to be talking alxmt some- 
thing; I do not know what sort of 
hats thesis iiRMi had on; 1 could 
hear the rattling of spurs. It was 
after the show that I saw them 
passing the mill. 

Jim Wilbom's Testimony— I 
was down at the depot at the time 
of Claud Wlicelor's death; T saw 
a nunihor of cow-l)oy8; tiiey were 
walking fast and my attention was 
first called to thoia by the rattling 
of spurs; they were gone a quarter 
of an hour; I could not say how 
many there were but there were 
two Indians and the others were 
cow-l>oy8; 1 saw tlietn going l>ack 
in a alwut a ([Uarter of an hour — 
were going back when I last saw 
them; I oould not say where they 
went, but it was up tne railroad; I 
saw a part of the shooting; I saw 
it was cow-lM)ys shouting, but 1 
could not tell who they were shoo- 
ting at. There must have been 
three or four oow<buvs at first but 
there were more afterwards. It 
must have l>een about fifteen feet 
from the platform. They were 
firing very rapidly but I could not 
tell whom they were shooting at 
I heard a afariking as with a club; 
they ran around the wagon to head 
him off; I did not hear any licks 
l)efore the shooting; I don't know 
how many licks were given. I next 
saw Oland Wheeler near Mr. Rob- 
inaon'a. I oould not tell who fired 
the first shot; the first shot soun 
ded like the ones fired in the show 
but could not tell whether thev 
wwa flndfioai tha ground or not;

"These oow-boys ought to bo pun* 
ishad; they ought to be Mantl* 
fied" I tried to get him to go home 
but he pulled loose from us; I still 
coaxe<l him to leave; I l)eliHved he 
was armed; I do not remember 
hearing him say he waa going to 
have cow-boy blood. 

Thomas Morgan's Testimony— I 
waa down at the depot when the 

trouble occurred, or just south of 
the depot. There was a big crowd 
there; I saw cow-lwys after tl e 
8h(x)ting was over three or four; 
one of them said he was shot in 
the neck; he was telling a fellow 
dressed in cow-boy robes; There 
were three or four cow-boys stand- 
around; I stayed alnHit five min- 
utes after it was over; I had t>een 
down there about half an hour be- 
fore the shooting took place; I 
saw some cow-boys going towards 
the mill, eight or nine in the 
cmwd, it was afx)ut three-quarters 
of an hour >)efore the shooting oc- 
curred; they came back to the de- 
pot; it had not been over five mi- 
nutes, I suppose, then one Indian 
went north of the railroad; there 
were three or four down at the oth- 
er end. 1 could nut tell how nin 
ny were in the shooting or how 
many ahots were fired; I did not 
hear anv licks struck; I waa at the 
show that nij^ht; the shots that 
killed Claud W heeler soundeil like 
the ones 1 heard in the show; I 
did not hear any threats, I did not 
aee any Indiana about the wagon; 
I saw the flash of a pistol, bat do 
not know who were shooting them 
and do not know whether they 
were oow-boya or not.

night. They had on broad brim- 
med hats; I do not know any of 
the parties who took part in the 
shooting. I heard one man say, 
"I am shot in the neck — in the 
back of the neck": ho had long 
hair and a goatee and mustache; I 
could not tell how far it is from 
the depot to the sleeping car; I 
saw some men going toward the 
show ground and coming back. 
They were dressed in ilitferent 
suits auil all wore wide, and ))road 
hi iiiiiiieil liiits and had guns. 

.linimie Terrill's Testimony I 
was in lied asleep on the night of 
the killing; the ones who came to 
me wen Kenny McDowell, Dan 

McKenny. Smith and Stone. 1 
do not know where these men (the 
prisoners) were at that time; they 

were not in the crowd. 

Cross- Examination. 

Yes, sir, they had me anrested, 

charged with murder. I live in 
Paducah; I do not sleep with 
these mt^n; tliuse men (tka pria> 
oners) were at the. show. 

Be^Direct Examination. 

Thelawy ere talked to me on the 
morning of the tiial* Mr, James 
asked me where I was that day; he 

did not talk to me alx>ut what I 
would testify; I do not know whe- 
ther the sheriff turned me over to 

Jou or not; they did not put me 
1 jail; I waa permitted to go home 
after I got hera. 

Dr. Joe Olark'a Testimony— 1 
was not at tha depot when the 

trouble occurred, waa in the coun- 
try; I saw one of theee men, the 
one sitting in the middle. 'I'here 
were three or four of them. (Here 
the witness pointed out the one he 
identified as being in the crowd). 
I waa talking with Mr. Terrell and 
these men walked down the road; 
I asked, "What is the matter with 
those fellows':*" As they came 
back one of them— the one sitting 
thaiw in the middle— aaid: n 
know the O — d — a — b— , we will 
settle with him tonight." They 
were all cow-boys and had on Itelts 
The^ were doing a good deal of 
talkatg; he had a sandy mustache; 
it was jnat after the show, and 
Claud had ioat left there; he had 
uiy pistol; lal CHaud have it that 
night; I had bean in the country 
and OUud oame to me and said bs 
wintad my pifto).

Spaniards and Canary islanders, many

A DOZEN PERSONS KILLED. 

The .treltlrnt. Menr Itome. Sunday 
Klaht. More SerliiuN thnn 
Flrnt Suiipoaed. 

IJnme, Aug. 13. — The. railroad aeei- 
(lent, not far from this city, Sunday 
night, turns out to have been more 
serious than anticipated. It now ap- 
pears that IS persons were killed and 
40 wounded, of whom 15 are seriously 
injured. 

The disaster was caused by the tel* 
eacoping of two aectiona of a train on 
the railroad from Rome to Florenc». 
Iiearing notable persons who had been 
attending the recent ceremonies here. 
The engine of the first section t>ecain'> 
disabled and stopped, and was almost 
immediately afterwards struck by the 
second section, (irand Duke and 
(irnnd Duchess IVter of Kussia, and 
the meml>ers of the Turkish mission, 
who had attended the funeral of King 
llniiilH rt. were among the passenjjers, 
but they were uninjured. The acci- 
dent occurred about midnight, and at 
a point about twelve miles from this 
city.

Thirty ix>unds of dynamite, .10 feet 
of fuse and several detonating caps 
used in the explosion of dynomite 
were found in the house of one of the 
men uiidi r arrest, and he admits that 
the stuiT was for use in blowing up 
the property of the Transit company.

Powers was able tu set up tonight 
'fhe instructions are considerec 
by lliP defendant's attorneys as en 
tirelv too severe, and tend to les 
sen Powers' clmnce of acijuittal 
nithouuh they are still confident u ' 
a verdict in his favor, 

The ("ourt instnu-ted tlie jury 
that a criminal cnnspiracy was 
Corrupt ciimhinat ion lietween tw 
or more persons liy cducerled a( 
tion to ilo an unlawfid act. or t( 
do a lawful act l)y unlawful means 
The court further instructed the 
jury that an accessory liefore the 
fact was one who being absent at 
the time the net was committed, 
procures, aids, counsels, commands 
advises ur nliets another to commit 
it, and he may 1)6 taken, tried and 
cunvicted although the person wlu) 
committed the act is never identi- 
fied, ai)prehen(leil ur tried. 

If the jury believes from the ev 

idence heyoiid a reasonable doubt 
the defendant. Caleb Poweis, did 
in Franklin cnunty and liefoie tlu' 
finding uf the indictment, unlaw- 
fully, and with intent to liring 
alK)ut or procure the death of 
William Goebel. and conspire with 
W. H. C.dton. F. W. (folden. ,Jii 
L. powers, (ireen (iolden. .Fohn 
Davis, Charles Finley. W. S Tay 
lor. Henry |Yontsey. James How- 
ard. Berry Howard. Harlan Whit- 
tnker, Kichnrtl CuuiIm, ur any or 
all of them, orother |)erson or per- 
sons unknown to the jury, and ai-- 
ling with them or either of them, 
and did advise, counsel, encourage 
aid or procure any uf them ur any 
unknown person or persons acting 
with them ur either of llicin to Kill 
William (ioebel, and that in pur- 
suance of said conspiracy any of 
them did snoot William (ioebul, 
tiiey ought to lied the defendant 
guilty of nmnler and tix his pun- 
ishmenf at death or confinement 
in the state prison for life in their 
discretion. They ought to tind 
said Caleb I'owers guilty, wheth- 
er he was present at the time of 
said shooting or not, or whether 
the identity of the person so shoo- 
ting Guebel t)« established or not. 

It dues not matter what change 
was made by the cunspirators as tu 
t heir original designs or inten- 
tions or the manner of accomp- 
lishing the unlawful purpose uf 
the conspiracy. 

The jury must tind him guilty,

the shooting Powers was not pres- 
ent at the shooting, and the time 
of the killing of said (juttl)el had 
not been definitely fixed by the 
conspirators, if there was a conspi 
racy to kill Goeliel.

Every 
fact and circumstance necessary 
(o riiiistitute the u'uilt of the defen- 
dant ought to 1h! [jrmed to the 
satisfaction of the jury l)eyoiid a 
reasonable doubt, and unless the 
defendant has been so proven 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt 
the jury ought to tind him not 
guilty.

•Iding the struggling patriots of Cuba, 
the country, without regard to party, ap- 
plauded. Although the democrats recog- 
•Ised that the administration would neces- 
sarily gain a political advantage from 
the conduct of a war which, in the very 
nature of the case, must soon end In a 
complete victory, they vied with the re- 
publicans In the support which they gave 
to the president. When thu war was 
•ver and the republican leaders l>egan to 
suggest the propriety of a colonial policy, 
opposition at once manifested Itself. 
IWben the president finally laid before the 
senate a treaty which recognised the in- 
4lependence of Cuba, but provided for the 
Bisslon of the Philippine islands to the 
.United States, the menace of imperialism

ih.ii lime. I thought It safer to trust the 
Anierlcnn people to give Independence to 
the Klllplnos than to trust the accom- 
plishment of that purpose to diplomacy 
With an unfrien.lly n.illon. Lincoln em- 
bodied an argument In tliu question, when 
be asked: "Can aliens make treaties 
easier than friends can make laws?" I 
believe that we are now In a better posi- 
tion to wa;e a successful cunte.^t against 
Imiieriallsm than we would have been 
had the treaty be«n rejected. With the 
treaty ratified, a clean cut issue Is pre- 
sented between a government by consent 
and a uovernmr nt by force, and Imperial- 
ists must bear the responsibility for all 
that happens until the question Is settled. 
If the treaty had been rejected, the op- 
ponents of imperialism would have been 
hold responsible for any International 
complications which might have arisen 
iMfore the ratlllratlon of another treaty. 
But whatever dlflerences of opinion may 
have existed as to the best method of op- 
poslnK the colonial polky, there never was 
any difference as to the great Importance 
of the question and there Is no diSermioe 
now as to the counw to bo pursuod. 
Prsmlsoa ts th^ Vlllplaaa. 
The title of Spain tielng extinguished, 
we were at liberty to deal with the Fili- 
pinos according to American prliu lples, 
The Bacon resolution, introduced a month 
before hostilities broke out at Manila, 
promised independence to the Filipinos on 

tho same terms that it was pronilsetl to 
the Cubans. I .cu;>ported tills n .-olutlon 
and believe that its adoption prior to the 
breaking out of hoatilities would have 
prevented bloodshed, and that its adop- 
tion at any subsequent time would hav« 
ended hostilities. 

If the treaty had been rejected, consld- 
ernblo time would have necessarily 
elapsed before a new treaty could have 
been agreed upon and ratllled, and during 
that time the oiiestlon would have been 
agitating the public mind. If the Baron 
resolution had bi en adopted by the senate 
and carried out by the president, either 
at the time of the rattttcatlon of the 
treaty or at any time afterwards. It would 
have taken the ciuestion of Imperialism 
out of politics and left the American peo- 
ple free to deal with their domestic prob- 
lems, nut the resolution was defeated by 
the vote of the republican vice president, 
and from that time to this a republican 
congress has reiused to takO aajT aOtlOB 
whatever in the matter. 

< Otvnrdlr Arrnsnllons. 
When hostilities broke out at Manila, 
republican speakera and republican edit- 
ors at once sought to lay the blame upon 
those who had delayed the ratification of 
the treaty, and, during the progress of 
the war. the same republicans have ac- 
cused the opponents of Imperialism of giv- 
ing encouragement to the Filipinos. This 
Is a cowar.llv i vr.slon of responsibility. 

If it is riKlit lor the rnltcd States to 
hold the Philippine Islands permanently 
and imitate European empires In the gov- 
ernment of colonies, the republican party 
ought to slate Its position and defend it, 
but It must expect the subject races to 
protest against such a policy and to resist 
t o the extent of their ability. The Filipinos 
do not need any encouragement from Amer- 
icans now living. Our whole history has 
been an encouragement, not only to the 
Filipinos but to all who are denied a voice 
in their own government If the republic- 
ans are prepared to censure all who have 
used language calculated to make the 
Filipinos hate foreign domination. It t them 
condemn the speech of Patrick Henry. 
^Vhen he uttered that passionat* appeal: 
"Give me liberty or give me death," he 
expressed a sentiment which still echoes 
in the hearts of men. Let them censure 
Jefferson; of all the statesmen of history, 
none have used words so offensive to those 
who would hold their fellows in itolltieai 
bondage. Let them censure Washington, 
who declared that the colonists must 
choose between liberty and slavery. Or, 
If the statute of limitations has run against 
the sins of Henry and Jefferson and Wash- 
ington, let them censure Lincoln, whose 
CJettysburg speech will be quoted In de- 
fense of popular government when the 
present advocates of force and conquest 
are forgotten. 

Tome one has said that a truth orce 
spoken can never be recalled. It Is true. 
It goes on and on, and no one can set a 
limit to its ever widening Influence. But 
If It were possible to obliterate every word 
written or spoken In defense of tho prin- 
ciples set forth In the deelar.ition of In- 
dependence, a war of conquest would still 
leave Its legacy of perpetual hatred, for 
It was God Himself who placed In every 
human heart the love of liberty. He never 
mado a rai e of people so low in the scale 
of civilization or Intelligence that il would 
welcome a foreign master. 

Lincoln said that the s|ifety of this nation 
was not In Its fleets. Its armies or Ifs forts, 
bu' in the sjiirlt which prizes liberty and 
the n»rltage of all men. In all lauds, every- 
where; and he waraod his countrymen that 
they could not destroy this spirit without 
planting the seeds of despotism at their 

own doors. 

Those who would havs this nation en- 
ter upon a career of empire must consider 
not only the effect of Imperialism on the 
Filipinos, but they must also calculate Its 
effect upon our own nation. We cannot 
repudiate the principle of self-govern- 
ment in the Philippines without woakcn- 
ing that principle here. 

ParnlyelBB Imperialism. 

Hven now we are beginning to see the 
paralyzing Influence of imperialism. Here- 
tofore, this nation has l>een prompt to ex- 
press its sympathy with those who were 
fighting for civil liberty. While oar sphere 
Of activity has been limited to the west- 
ern hemisphere, our sympathies have not 
been bounded by the seas. Wo have felt 
It due to ourselves and to the world, as 
well as to those who were struggling for 
the right to govern themselves, to pro- 
claim the interest which our people have, 
from the date of their own Independence, 
felt in every contest between human 
rights nnd arbitrary power. Three-quar- 
ters of a century ago, when our nation 
was small, the struggles of Greoe* 
aroused our people, and Webster and Clay 
gave eloquent expression to the universal 
desire fur Urician Indepenilence In ISSKJ, 
all parties manifested a lively Interest 
in the success of the Cubans, but now 
when a war ts In progress in South Afri- 
ca, which must result In the extension of 
the monarchlal kP .i or In tlie triumph o( 
a republic, thu advocates of Imperialism 
In this country dare not say a word In 
behalf of the Boers. Sympathy for the 
Hoers does not arise from any unfriend- 
llne.ss toward England; the American peo- 
pie are not unfriendly toward the people 
of any nation. This sympathy la duo to 
the fact that, as stated in our platform, 
we beliuve In the principle of self-govern- 
ment and reject, as did our forefathers, 
the claims of monarchy. It this nation 
surrenders Its bellet in the ualvorsal ap- 
plication of the principles set forth in 
the declaration of Independence, It will 
lose the prestige and Influence which It 
has enjoyed among the nations as an ex- 
ponent of popular govsrnmsat 

Our opponents, conscious of the weak- 
ness of their cause, seek to confuse im- 
perialism with expansion, and have even 
dared to claim Jefferson as a supporter 
of their policy. JoSonoa spoto ao (r«ely 
and used languavs with sueh proelslon 
that no one can be ijmorant of his views. 
On one occasion he declared: "If there 
be one principle more deeply rooted than 
any other la th* mind of ovary Aaorlcan, 
it ts that we should have nothlap to do 
with conquest." And again he said: "Con- 
quest is not in our principles; It !• In- 
consistent with our government." 
Riaht Kind o( Bxpanalon. 
The fordbU annexation of territory to 



be governed tar arbitrary power differs as 

much from the aequlsitioa of territory to 
be built up into states as a monarchy dif- 
fers from a democracy. The democratic 
party does not oppose expansion, when 



settled by American clttsens, or adds to 

our population peoplo who are willing to 
become citlsens and are capable of dis- 
charging their duties as such. The acqui- 
sition of the Louisiana territory, Florida, 
Texas and other tracts which have been 
secured from time to time, enlarged the 
republic, and the constitution followed the 
itag Into the new territory. It is now pro 
posed to seize upon distant territory al' 
ready more densely populated than our own 
coiintry, and to force vipon the people a 
go\"ernm*nt, for which there is no war- 
rant in our constltiitlon or our laws. Even 
the argument that this earth belongs to 
those who desire to cultivate It and have 
the phNsl\"al power to acquire It cannot 
bo Invoked to Justify th>' appropriation of 
the Philippine Islan.Is hv the I nited atates. 
If the islands were uninhabited Anierli an 
citizens would not be willing to go there 
and till the soil. The white race will not 
live BO near the equator. Other nations 
have tried to colonize In the same latitude. 
The Netherlands have controlled Java Yor 
300 years, and yet to-day there are less 
than 40,000 people of Kuropean birth scat- 
tered among 25,000,000 natives. After a 
century and a half of English domination 
In India, leas than one-twentieth of one 
per cent, of the people of India are of Eng- 
lish birth, and it requires an army of 70.000 
iiritlsh soldiers to tak* care of the tax 
collet tors. Spain has asserted title to the 
Philippine Islands for throo centuries, and 
yet. when our fleet entet«d_XaBlla bay, 
there were less than UMMS •paaluia re- 
siding In the Philippines. 

A rnlenlal pollrv means that we shall 
F( iid to t 11.' I'hllliipines a trvi traders, a few 
taskmasters and a few office holders, and 
an arinv largo etioiu;h to support tPii au- 
thority of a small Irartlon ci tiM pOOple 
while they rule the natives, 

iBcreaee la Reanlar Army. 

If we have an imperial policy we must 
have a largo sunding army as Its natural 
and necessary complement. The spirit 
which will Justify the forcible annexation 
of the Philippine islands will Justify the 
seizure of other Islands and the domina- 
tion of other people, and with wars of con- 
quest we can expect a certain, If not rapid, 
growth of our military establishment. 
That a large permanent Inere ise In our 
regular army is inteiuled li\ ilie repub- 
lican leaders is not a n\eiT niaiter of con- 
jecture, but a matter of fact. In his mes- 
sage of Deccmtier B, IS'.is, the president 
a.siicd for authority to Im rrase tlie stand- 
ing army to lOO.inMi. Ir. l.^'J'i the army con- 
tained about ::o,UOO men. W ithin two yt ars 
the president asked for four times that 
many, and a republican house of repre- 
sentatives complied with the request after 
the Spanish treaty had been signed and 
no country was at war with the United 
States. If such an army is demanded 
when an imperial policy is contemplated, 
but not openly avowed, what may M ex- 
pected if the people encourage tho republic- 
an party by Indorsing Its policy at the pollsT 
A large standing army is not only a pe- 
cuniary burden to the people and, If accom- 
panied by compulsory service, a constant 
source of Irritation, but It is ever a menace 
to a republican form of government. The 
army Is the personification of force, and 
militarism will inevitably change the ideals 
o:' the peojile and turn the thoughts i>f our 
\iiiiiiK men Ironi the arts of peace to the 
M !• iiee of war The uovernmerit which 
relies for Its defense upon its citizens is 
more likely to be Just th in one which has 
.It call a I.Trge t.oiiy oi jirofisslopal sol- 
diers. A small standing army and a Well 
equipped and well disciplined state mllltla 
are sufficient In ordinary times, and In an 
emergency the nation should In the future 
as In the past place Its dependence upon the 
volunteers who come from all occupations 
at their country's call and return to pro- 
ductive labor when their eervlces are no 
longer required— men who flght when the 
country needs flghiers and work When 
the country needs workers. 

Status of the Filipinos, 

The republican platform assumes that 
the rhillppiiie Islands will be retained un- 
der American sovereignty, and we have 
n right to demand of the rejiubllcan lead- 
ers a discussion of the future status uf 
the Filipino. Is he to be a citizen or a 
subject? Are we to bring Into the body 
politic s.ouo.ooo or 10.000,000 Asiatics, so 
different from us in race and history that 
amalgamation is impossible? Are they 
to share with us In making the laws and 
shaping the destiny of this nation? No 
rejiubllcan of prominence has been bold 
enough to advocate such a proposition. 
The McEnery resolution, adopted by the 
senate Immediately after the ratlflcatlon 
of the treaty, expressly negatives this 
Idea. The democratic platform describes 
the situation when It says that the Fili- 
pinos I aiiiiot be citizens without endan- 
gering our ' i\ iiiziitiuii. Who will dispute 
It? Anil what is tho alternative? U Uie 
Filipino is not to be a citizen, shall We 
make him a subject? On that question 
the democratic platform speaks with em- 
phasis. It declares that the Filipino can- 
not be a subject without endangering our 
form of government. A republic can 
have no subjects. A subject Is possible 
only in a government resting upon force; 
he is unknown in a government deriving 
its Just powers from the consent of the 
governed. The republican platform says 
that "the larsest measure of self-Kovern- 
ment consistent with their welfare and 
our duties shall be secured to tiiem ithe 
Flllpliiosi by law." This Is a strange doc- 
trine for u govi rnnient which owes Its 
very existence to the men who mrered 
their lives as a protest against govern- 
ment without consent an i taxation with- 
out representation. In what respect does 
the position of the republican parly differ 
from the position taken by the English 
government In 177G? Did not the English 
government promise a good government 
to the colonists? What king ever prom- 
ised a bad government to his peo- 
ple? Did not the English govern- 
ment promise that the colonists should 
have the largest measure of self-govern- 
ment consistent with their welfare and 
English duties? Did not the Spanish gov- 
ernment promise to give to iw.- Cubans 
the largest measure of self-government 
consistent with their welfare and S|i.inlsh 
duliis? 'i'lie wliole dilTerenee bt'twoen a 
monarchy and a republic may tie summed 
up in one sentence. In a nionarehy the 
king elves to the people what he b lleves 
to-be a good government; In a leiiubllc 
the people secure for themselves what 
they believe to be a good government. 
The republican partv has accepted the Eu- 
ropean Idea and planted it.self upon the 
ground taken by Oeorge III. and by every 
ruler who distrusts the capacity of the 
peoplo for t<>lf-govemment or denies them 
a votos In their own affairs. 

Tho Pvsaidoat's Will the Only Law. 

Tho republican platform promises that 
some measure of self-government Is to be 
given to the Filipinos by law; but, even 
tnU pledge is not fulfilled. Nearly 16 
months elapsed after the ratUtcatton of the 
treaty before the adJoumoMBt of congress 
last June, and yet no law was passed deal- 
ing with the Philippine situation. The will 
of the president baa been the only liw 
In the Philippine Islands wherever thv" 
American authority extends. Why does 
the republican party hesitate to legislate 
upon the Philippine question? Because a 
law would disclose the radical departure 
from history and preiedent < onti niplated 
by those who control the republlr.in party. 
The slorin of protest whii li Ki' i ti d the 
Porto Hii-an tail was an indication ol what 
may be expected when the ^\nii ru an peo- 
ple are brought face to I.ue wiih legisla- 
tion upon this subject. 11 the I'orlo Iticans, 
who welcome annexation, are to be de- 
nied the guarantees of our constitution, 
what is to be the lot of the Filiiamis, who 
resisted our authority? If secret Influ- 
ences could compel a disregard of our plain 
duty toward friendly l)eople, living near 
our shores, what treatment will those same 
Influences provide for unfriendly people 
7,000 miles away ? If, In this country where 
the people have the right to vote, repub- 
iic.in leaders dare not tako the side of the 
people against the great monopolies which 
have grown up within the last fewyears, 
liow can they be trusted to protect the 
Filipinos from the corporations which are 
waiting to exploit the Islands? 

Is the sunlight of full citizenship to be 
entoved by the |ieO|ile uf the L lilted States, 
and the twilight of si ini-citlzi iislilp en- 
dured by the ptoplo ol I'orto itl. u, w hile 
the thick darkness of perpetual vassalage 
covers tho Philippines? The Porto Rico 
tariff law asserts the doctrine that the 
operation of the constitution Is confined 
to the 41 states. The democratic party dis- 
putes this doctrine and denounces it as 
repugnant to both the letter and spirit of 
our organic law. There la no place in our 
system of government for the deposit of 
arbitrary and irresponsible power. That 
the leaders of a great party should claim 
for any president or congress the right to 
treat millions of people as mere "possee- 
sions" and deal with them unrestrained 
by tho constitution or the bill of rights 
fhowt hew tar wo have already departed 
Uom tMUHMBt landmarks, and indloatos 
what BUkyM sxpecud if this natioh ds- 
llberatety eaters upon a career of emplr*. 
The territorial form of government Is torn- 
porary and .preparatory, and t|M ohMf 



stltutlonal guarantees and la subject to 
the same general laws as a citlsen of a 
state. Take away thla security and his 
rights will be violated and his Interest 
saortnecd at the demand of thoae wh(fhave 
l>olltlca1 Influence. This is the evil of the 
colonial Rvst< m. no matter by what nation 

It is applied. 

Title to the Phlllpptnes. 
What Is our title to the Philippine Is- 
lands? Do we hold them bv treaty or by 
conquest? Did we buy them oh did we 
take them? Did wo pmchase the peo- 
ple? If not, how did wo secure 
title to them? ^\■ere thev thrown 
In Willi 111,, land.' Will tho repub- 
licans s iy that inanimate earth has value, 
and whin that earth Is mohled by the 
Divine h iiiil and stamped with the like- 
ness of the Creator It becomes a fixture 
and passes with tho soil? If governments 
derive their Just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, It ts Impossible to 
secure title to people, either by force or 
by purchase. We could extinguish Spain's 
title by treaty, but if we hold title we 
must hold It by some method consistent 
with our Ideas of government When we 
made allies of the Filipinos and armed 
them to llfht against Spain, we disputed 
Spain's titTe. If we buy Spain's title we 
are not innocent purchasers. But even 
if we had not disputed Spain's title, she 
could transfer no greater title than she 
had, and her title was based on force 
alone. Wo cannot defend such a title, but, 
a.s Spain gave us a quit claim deed, we 
can honorably turn the propertv over to 
tho iiarty In possession. Whether any 
Ameriran otlloial gave th" FIHplnos for- 
mal assurance of lndep<ndenee la not 
material. There ran be no doubt that we 
accepted and utilized the services of the 
Filipinos, and that when we did so we had 
full knowledge that they were lighting 
for their own Independence, and I submit 
that history furnishes no example of 
turpitude baser than ours If we now sub- 
atitute our yoke for the Si>anlsh yoke. 

Lot us eoBsldor briefly tho reasons 
which haro bson given in support of an 
imporlallstlo policy. Some say that it Is 
our duty to bold the Philippine islands. 
But duty Is not an argument; It Is a con- 
clusion. To ascertain what our duly Is, 
In any emergency, we must apply well- 
settled and generally accepted principles. 
It Is our duty to avoid stealing, no matter 
whether the thing to be stolen Is of great 
or little value. It is our duty to avoid 
killing n. human being, no matter where 
the human being lives or to what race 
or class he belongs. Everyone recognizes 
the obligation imposed upon Individuals to 
observe both the human and moral laws, 
but, as some deny the application of those 
laws to nations, it may not be out of 
place to quote the opinion of others. Jef- 
ferson, than whom there is no higher po- 
litical authority, said: 

"I know of but one code of morality for 
men. whether acting singly or collec- 
tively." 

Franklin, whose learning, wisdom and 
virtue are a part of the priceless legacy 
bequeathed to us from the revolutionary 
days. express*Ml tho s.ame idea in even 
stronger language when he said; 

"Justice is as strieth' due between 
neighbor nations as between nelghliiir 
citizens. A highwayman is as mm h a 
robber when he plunders in a gang as 
when siiife'lv; and the nation that makes 
an unjust war Is only a great gang. ' 

Force Creates No Right. 

Men may dare to do in crowds what they 
would not dare to do as individuals, but 
the moral character of an act is not ce- 
termlned by the numl>er of those who Join 
In it. Force can defend a right, but force 
has never yet created a right. If U was 
true, aa declared in the resolutlo'ns of in- 
tervention, that the Cubans ".are and of 
right oUKlit to be free and Inili peiiiient" 
(language l.iki n from tin ilri l.ir.itloii of 
Indepi iiil, III 1 0, it is equally true tli.it the 
Filipinos 'aie and of right ought to"be fn e 
ami iiiiii pi mil lit." The rlfelit ot i he Culjans 
to Irei iloin was not based upon their pro.s- 
Imlty to the riiited Slates, nor upon the 
l.inguage which they spoke, nor .vet upon 
the rai e or races to which they beloiini il. 
Congress l.y a practically unanimous vote 
decl.ireii tint the principles enuiidatid at 
Phlhiiti Iphia in 1776 were still alive and 
ai plii .il le to the Cubans. 

Who w ill draw a line between the natural 
rights of the Cubans and the Filipinos? 
Who will say that the former has a right 
to llt>erty and that the latter has no rights 
which we are bound to respect? And, If the 
Filipinos "are and of right ought to be 
free and Independent," what right have we 
to force our government upon them with- 
out their consent? Before our duty can be 
ascertained, their rights must be deter- 
mined, and when their rights are once de- 
termined, it is as much our duty to respect 
those rights as it was the duty of Spain 
to respect the rights of the jii ople of Cuba, 
or the duty ol IJngland to respect the 
rights of the Ami rir.in coliinlsts. HIglits 
never conllirt; duties never clash. Can 
It be our duty to usurp politic.ii rights 
which belong toothers? Can it be our duty 
to kill those who, foUowlng tlM oxampie 
of our forefathers, lovo UbwTy woll onough 

to fight for It? 

.Some poet has described the terror which 
nvi rc ime a soldier who. In the midst of 
battle, discovered that he had slain his 
brother. It is written: "All ye are breth- 
ren." Let us hope for the coming of the 
day when human life— which, when once 
drstroyod, cannot b« restored— will be so 
sacred that It will never bo taken except 
when necessary to punish a erlm* alroady 
committed, or to provrat a orlna about 
to be committed. 

If It Is said that we have assumed before 
the world obllsations which make K neces- 
sary for us lo iiermanently maintain a 
government In the Philippine Isl.imls 1 
reply, llrst, that the highest obllgat Ion' oi 
this nation Is to be true to itself. Nu „bll- 
gation to any particular nation, or to all 
n.itlons combiiieil. can require the abandon- 
ment of our theory of government and the 
substitution of doctrines agalr.st which 
our whole nation, i| iii,. ikis been a protest 
■■\n!''. obligations to the 

miiiiiiiis, who Inhabit the islands, are 

greati r than any obllgutlona which We can 
owe to foreigners who have a temporary 

^?ade'"theri? * ^ to 

Capaelty of Self-Government. 

It is argued by some that the Filipinos 
are Incapable of self-gi.wrnnn nt and 
that therefore we owe It i i tli,' world to 
takecoiitrolof them. Adnilr.il lii wi v, in an 
official report to the navv department de- 
clared the Flllulnos more capable of self- 
government than the Cubans, und said 
that he based ills opinion upon a knowl- 
edge of both races, liut I will not rest 
the case upon the relative advancement 
of the Filipinos. Henry Clay, in defend- 
ing the rights of the people of South 
America to self-government, said: 

"It is the doctrine of thrones that man 
is too ignorant to govern himself. Their 
partisans assert his Incapacity In refer- 
ence to all nations; If they cannot com- 
mand universal assent to the proposition 
it Is then remanded to particular nations 
and our pride and our presumption too 
often make con\'ertH of us. I contend 
that it is to arr.iigii the disposition of 
P.-ovldeiice lllni.sulf, to BUpposu that He 
has created beings Incapable of govern- 
ing ti. 'ii.seives, and to Im tnunplod OB by 
kings, ^eir-goveriiment la iJia natural 
government of man." 

Clay was right. Thsrs are degrees 
of proficiency Jn the art of self-govern- 
ment, but it is a reflection upon the crea- 
tor to say that Ha dsnlsd to any people 
the capacity of self-government, once 
admit that some people are cap.ible of 
self-government, and that others are not. 
and that the capable people ha\(' a rignt 
to seize upon and govern the Incapable 
r«d you make force brute force- the only 
foundation of government and Invite the 
reign of the despot. I nm not will- 
ing to believe that an all- wise und an 
all-loving aod created the Filipinos, and 
th. n left them thousands cNt Mara MptoM 
until the islands attraotad tiM attMUlon 
of European nations. 

Republicans ask: "Shall WO haul down 
the flag that floats ovor our dead In the 
Philippines?" The same question might 
have been asked when the American flag 
floated over Chanultepeo and waved over 
tha dead who fell there; but the tourist 
who visits the City of Mexico flnds there 
a national cemetery owned by the United 
.States and cared for by an American 
citizen. Our flag still floats over our 
dead, but when the treaty with Mexico 
was signed American authority withdrew 
to the Klo (Jrande, and 1 venture the 
opinion that during tho last 6i) years the 
people of Mexico have mado more progress 
under the stimulus of Independence and 
self-government than they would have 
made under u carpet-bag government held 
in place by bayonets. The United States 
and Mexico, friendly republics, are each 
stronger and happier than thfey would 
have been had the former been cursed and 



th« lattor crushed by an Imnortnlhrtlo pol- 
icy, diasulaod as *'b«itTMKt tiwfmBg- 
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can do whatever It desires to do, but it 
muM accept rMponslMHty for what it deea. 
If the constitution stands in the way. the 
people can amend the eonstltution. I . 
peat, the nation can do whatever It desires 
to do. but it cannot avoid the natural and 
legitimate results of its own conduct. The 
young man upon reaching his majority 
cnn do what he pleases. He can disregard 
the teachings of his parents: he can tram- 
ple upon all that he has been taught to 
consider sacred; he can disobey the laws 
of the state, the laws of society and the 
laws of (!ftd. He can stamp tailure upon 
his life and make his very existence a curse 
to his fellow men. and he can bring his 
father und mother In sorrow to the grave; 
but ho cannot annul the sentence; "The 
wages of sin is death. ' And so with this 
nation. It is of age, and it can do what It 
pleases; It can spurn the traditions of the 
past; It can repudiate the principles upon 
which the nation rests; It can employ force 
Instead of reason; It can substitute might 
for right; It can conquer weaker people: 
It can exploit their lands, appropriate their 
property and kill their people: but itoaaaot 
repeal the morA law or fooapo tba muuab* 
ment decTMi lor tb« TMlaaoB of auaHM 
rights. 

"Would we tread in the paths of tyranny. 

Nor reckon the tyrant's cost? 
Who taketh another's liberty. 

His freedom Is also lost. 
Would we win as the strong havs ever won, 

Make ready to pay the debt. 
For the Ood who reigned over Babylon 
Is the Ood who is reigning yet." 

Some argue that American rule In the 
Philippine islands will result In the hi tter 
education of the Filipinos. lie not de- 
ceived, if we expect to maintain a colon- 
ial policy we sh.ill not tind It to our ad- 
vantage to educate the people. The edu- 
cated Filipinos are now in revolt against 
us, and the most ignorant ones ha\'e made 
the least resistance to our domination. If 
we are to govern them without their con- 
sent and give them no voice In determining 
the taxes which they must pay, we dare not 
educate them, lest they learn to nad the 
declaration of Independence and tho oon- 
stltutlon of ths United Btatoa aM BOCk 
us for our inconsistency. 

The principal arguments, howoror, ad- 
vanced by those who ontsr upon a dsfonse 
of imperialism are: 

FInit, That wo must improve the present 
opportunity to become a world power and 
enter into International politics. 

Second. That our commercial Interests In 
the Philippine Islands and In the orient 
make It necessary for us to hold the Is- 
lands permanently. 

Third, That the spread of the Christian 
religion will be facilitated by a colonial 
policy. 

Fourth. That there is no honorable re- 
treat from the position which the nation 
has taken. 

The first argument Is addressed to the 
nation's pride and the seron.i to the na- 
tion's pocketbook. The third is Intended 
for the church member and the fourth for 
the partis. in. 

GrniTth of a I'rinpiple. 

It l i a. sunirlent answer to the flrst argu- 
ment to s.iy that for more than a century 
this nation has bieii a world power. For 
ten decadis it has been the most iHitcnt 
Inllueme In thi' world. Not only has It 
been a world pow( r. but II has done more 
lo iiffeci the politics of the human race 
than all tlie other nations of the world 
< oinliiii. cl. lii o:,.ise our declaration of In- 
di pi n il 111 e w .is promulgated, others have 
been promulgated. Because the patriots 
of 1776 fought for liberty others have 
fought for it; because our constitution 
was adopted, other conatltutlons have 
been adopted. The growth of tho princi- 
ple of self-government, planted on Amer- 
ican soil, has been the overshadowing 
political fact of the nineteenth century. 
It has made this nation conspicuous 
among tha nations and given it a place 
In history such as nu other n itlon has 

ever I njoyed. Nothing has 1 n able to 

I heck the onward march of this idea. I 
am nut willing that this n.illon siiall cast 
aside the omnliiotent weajion of truth to 
seize again the weaoon of physical war- 
fare. I would not exchange the glory of 
this republic for the glory of all the em- 
pires that have rUen and fallen since time 
began. 

The permanent chairman of the last re- 
publican national convention presented 
the pecuniary argument In all Its bold- 
ness, when he sala: 

"We make no hypocritical pretenses of 
being Interested in the Philippines solely 
on account of others. While we regard 
the welfare of these people as a sacred 
trust, we regard the weltare of the Amer- 
ican people llrst. We see our duty to our- 
selves as well as to others We believe 
in trade expansion, lly every legitimate 
means within the province of government 
and I'onstitutlon. we mean to stimulate 
the expansion of our trade and open 
new markets." 

Tills Is the commercial argument It 
Is based upon the theory that war can 
be rightly waged for pecuniary advan- 
tage, and that It is prontable to purchase 
trade by force and violence. Franklin de- 
nied both of thoso prwositions. When 
Ix>rd Howe assarted that the acu of par- 
liament, which brought on the revolution, 
were necessary to prevent American trade 
from passing into foreign channels, 
Franklin replied: 

"To mc It s< cms that neither the ob- 
taining nor retaining of any trail*', how 
valuable soever. Is an object for which 
men may Justly sjilll each other s blood; 
that the true and sure means of extend- 
ing and securing commerce are the good- 
ness and cliiapiicss of commodities, and 
that the protlts of no trade can ever be 
I iju.tl to the expense of compelling it and 
iiolding It by fleets and armies. I con- 
>liler this war against us, therefore, as 
both unjust and unwise." 

I place the philosophy of Franklin 
against the sordid doctrine of those who 
would put a price upon the life of an 
American soldier ana Justify a war of 
conquest upon the ground that It will pay. 
The democratic part: Is In favor of the 
expansion of trades. It would extend our 
trade by i>verv le|.-ltlmato and peaceful 
means; hut It is not willing to maks mor- 
chandlse of hiiinan blood. 

I'.ut a war of comiuest is as unwise as 
It is unriirhteous A harbor .and coaling 
station In the Phlliiiplnes would answer 
every trade and military necessity and 
such a concession could have been M0Ur*d 
at any time without dlfliculty. 

It Is not necessary to own people In or- 
der to trade with them. We carry on 
trade to-day with every part of the world, 
and our commerce has expanded more 
rapidly than the commerce of any Euro- 

eean empire. We do not own Japan or 
hina, but we trade with their people. We 
have not absorbed the republics of Cen- 
tral and South America, but we trade 
Willi them. It has not been necessary to 
h.n e an\ political connections with Can- 
iid i or ilii n.itlons of Europe In order to 
tr.ol ■ V, lui them Trade cannot be per- 
maiKiiIlv ipro|it:ibIe unless It Is volun- 
tary. When trade Is secured by f.irre, the 
rosi of securing It and retainliiK It iiiu.st 
he taken out of the prollls. and the prollts 
are never large enough to cover the ex- 
peii.se. Siii li a systt in would never be de- 
fended but for the fact that the expenae 
Is born« by all tho jMopl*. whlU th* prof- 
its aro enjoyed by the few. 
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Evil* of Imperialism. 

Imperialism would be profitable to the 
arm\ contractors; it would be profitable 
to the shipowners, who would carry live 
soldiers to the Philippines and bring dead 
soldiers back; It would be profliable to 
those who would seize upon ihe franchises, 
and It would be profltahlo to Ihe ottlcials 
whose salaries would be flxed here and 
paid over tin re; but to the farmer, to the 
laboring man and to the vast majority of 
those engaged ill Other OOOUpatlonS. It 
would bring expenditure without rttum 
and risk without reward. 

Fanners snd laborinb men have, •• a 
rule, small Incomes, and, under systems 
which placs tho tax upon all consumption, 
pay mora than their fair ahare of the ex- 
penses of govemmont Thus tho very peo- 
ple who receive least beneflt from Im- 
perialism will be injured moat by ths aUI- 
Ttary burdens which accompany ft 

In addition lo the evils which he and the 
farmer share l.i common, the laboring man 
will be the lira! to suffer if oriental subjects 
seek work in the llnlted States; the flrst 
to suffer If American capital leaves our 
shores to employ oriental labor In the 
Philippines to supply the trade of China 
and Japan; the first to suffer from the 
violence which the military apirit arouses, 
and the hrst t* mmir wbtm ttto aMtSsda 

of Imperialism •»• applM W SHT OWB 

government. 

It Is not strange, thsroforoh that ths iabpr 
organizations havo boon qumi tOBOUUO 

porialism. 

Tho pooualaiy aMumoat, though more 
•ffoctlvo wjtth oortaln olaasos. U not likely 

to t>o oaad so often or presented with so 
much emphasis aa the religious argument 
If what has bean termed the "gunpowder 
goapel" were urged against the Filipinos 
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serious consideration. 

The religious argument varies In positlTO*- 
ness from a passive belief that Providenos 
delivered the Filipinos into our hands, for 
their good and our glory, to the exultatloa 
of the minister who said that we ought to 
"thrash the natives (Filipinos) until they 
understard who we are.' and that "every 
bullet sent, every cannon shot and everjT 
flac waved meana rtghtoousness." 

Na Qatllas Qosslp. 

We cannot approve of this doctrine la 
one place unless we are willing to apply 
It everywhere. If there la poison in tha 
blood of the hand it will ultimately reach 
the heart. It is equally true that forclbia 
Christianity, if planted under the American 
flag In tha far-away orient, will sooner or 
later t>e transplanted upon Amencan soil. 
If true Christianity consists In carrying 
out in our dally lives the teachings ol 
Christ, Who will say that we are command- 
ed to civilize with d.\iiamlle and proselyte 
with the sword? He wlio would declare 
the Divine will must piove his authority 
either by Holy Writ or by evldenco of a 
special dispensation. The comniand. "Go 
ye Into all the world nnd preach i he < lospel 
to every creature," has no Uatling gun at- 
tai hment. Wlien Jesus visited a village of 
Samaria and the people refused to receive 
Him, some of the disciples suggested that 
tire should be called down from Heaven 
to avenge the Insult; but the Master re- 
buked them, and said: "Ye know not what 
manner of spirit ye are of; for the Son of 
Man Is not come to destroy men's lives, 
but to save them." Suppose He had said: 
"We will thrash them until they under- 
stand who we are," how different would 
have been the history of Chrlstlanltyl 
Compare. If you will, the swaggering, bul* 
lying, brutal doctnn* of imperialism with 
the Golden Rule and the commandmentt 
"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy* 
self." 

Love, not force, was the weapon of tho 
Nazarene; sacrlllce for others, not the ex- 
ploitation of them, was Ills nn lhod of 
reaching the human heart. A missionary 
recently told n\e that Ihe stars ami stripes 
once saved his life because his ass;i||,int 
recognized our flag as ,a Hag that b.id no 
blood upon it. Let It be known that our 
missionaries are seeking souls Instead of 
sov relgiity ; let It be known that Instead 
of being the advance guard of conquerlna 
armies, they are going forth to help ana 
to iiidlf t, having their loins girt about with 
truth and their feet shod with theprepara* 
lion of Ihe Cospel of Peace, wearing tho 
breastplate of righteousness and carryinc 
the sword of the Spirit; let it be known that 
they are the citlsens of a nation which 
respects the rights of the citlsens of other 
nat Ions as carefully as It protects the righto 
of Its own citlsens, and the welcome given 
to our missionaries will be more cordial 
than the welcome extended to the mission- 
aries of any other nation. 

The argument, made by gome, that It 
was unfortunate for the nation that It 
had anything to ilo wlili the Phllipplno 
Isl.ir.ds. but that the ii.ival vlctorv at Ma- 
nila made Ihe permanent aciiiiisli Inn of 
those islands necessary, is also lllls^nlnd. 
^\■e won a victory al Santiago, liut that 
did not compel lis to ludd Cuba. The slu d- 
ding of American blood In the l'hllip|iine 
islands does not m.ike it Imperalive that 
we shouhl retain possession forever; Amer* 
lean blood was shed at San Juan hill and XI 
Caney, and yet the president has prom* 
Ised the Cubans independence. The fact 
that the American fiag floats over Manila 
does not compel us to exercise perpetual 
sovereignty over the islands; that fla* 
waves over Havana to-day, but the pres* 
Ident has promised to haul It down when 
the flag of the Cuban republic is ready to 
rise in Its place. Better a thousand times 
that our flag In the orient give way to a 
flag repreaentlng the Idea of self-govern- 
ment than that the flag of this repubUo 
should become the flag of an empire. 

Aa BoBorablo Solatloa. 

There ts an easy, honest honorable solu« 
tlon of the Philippine question. It is set 
forth In the democratic platform and it la 
submitted with confldunce to the Amorl* 
can people. This plan I unreservedly in- 
dorse. If elected. I shall convene congress 
in extraordinary session as soon as 1 am 
Inauguruled. and recommend an imme- 
diate declaration of the nation's jiurpose, 
llrst, to establish a stable form of gov- 
ernment In Ihe I'hillppine Islands, just as 
we are pow estahllshlng a stable form of 
government in the Island of Cuba; sec- 
ond, to give Independence to the Filipinos, 
Just as wo ha\e pronii.seii to give lnde« 
pendencp to the Culi.iiis. third, to protect 
the Filipinos fron. outside Interierenco 
while lliey work out their destiny. Just 
as wo have protected the republics of 
Central and South America, and are, by 
the Monroe doctrine, plodgod to proteot 
Cuba. An European protectorate often 
results in tho exploitation of the ward by 
the guardian. An American protectorat* 
gives to the nation protected the advan- 
tage of our strength, without making It 
the victim of our greed. For three-quar- 
ters of a century the Monroe doctrine has 
been a shield to neighboring republics 
and yet it has Imposed no pecuniary bur- 
den upon us. After the Filipinos had aid- 
ed us in the war against Siiain, wo could 
not lioiiorahly turn them over lo their 
former masters; we could not leave thent 
lo be the victims of the ambillous de- 
signs of the European nations, and since 
wo do not desire to make them a part of 
us. or to hold them aa aubjects, we pro- 
]>ose the only alternative, namely, to givo 
them Independence and guard them 
against molestation from without. 

When our opponents are unable to do« 
fend their position by argument they fall 
back upon the assertion tnat it is destiny, 
and Insist that we must submit to It, no 
matter how much It violates moral pro> 
cepts and our principles of government. 
This ts u complacent philosophy. It ol>- 
literates Ihe dlstlnciion between right and 
wrong and makes individuals and natlona 
the helpless vlclims of circumstances. 

Destiny Is Ihe subterluge of tne ln» 
vertebrate, who, lacking tlic courage to 
oppose error, seeks some plausible excuso 
lor aupporilng It, Washington said that tho 
destiny of the republican form of gov* 
crnment was deeply, if not Anally, staked 
on the exporlmont Intrusted to the Amor* 
lean people. How differont Washington's 
definition of destiny from the republican 
definition. Tho ropubUoans say that thla 
nation Is in the hands of destiny; Wash- 
ington believed that not only the destiny 
ot our own nation, but the destiny of tho 
republican form of government through- 
out the world was intrusted to Amerieaa 
hands. Washington was right. The 
destiny of this reiubllc is in the hands of 
Its own peoiile, upon the success of tho 
experiment here rests the hope oi human- 
ity. No exterior forco can disturb this 
republic, and no foreign Inlluencu should 
be permitted to change Its course. What 
the future has In store for this nation ns 
one has authority to declare, but each in- 
dividual has his own idea of the nation's 
mission and he owea it to his country aa 
w ell as to himself to contrlbut* as host bo 
may to the fulfillment of that mission. 

Mr. Chairman, and Oentlemen of th* 
Committee: I can never fully discharge tha 
debt of gratitude which I owe to my coun- 
trymen lor the honors which they havo so 
generously bestowed upon me; bul, sirs, 
whether it be my lot to occupy the high 
olllcK for which the convention has named 
me, or lo spend the remainder of my days 
In private life, It shall be my constant am- 
bition and my controlling iiuriiose lo aid In 
realizing the high Ideals of tlmso whose 
wisdom and courage and sacrlhces brought 
this republic into existence. 

I can conceive of a national destiny sur- 
passing the glories of the present and th* 
past— a destiny which meets the responsi- 
bilities of to-day and measures up to th* 
possibilities ot tne future. Behold a reput>- 
llc, resting securely upon the foundation 
stones quarried by revolutionary patriots 
from the mountain of eternal trutn— a ro- 
publlc applying In practice and proclaim- 
ing to the world the self-evident proposi- 
tion: that all men are created equal; that 
they are endowed with Inalienable rights; 
that governments are Instituted among 
men to secure these rights; thai govern- 
ments derive their Just powers from th* 
consent of Ihe governed. Heboid a republlo 
in which civil and religious liberty sllmu- 
lates all to earnest endeavor and In which 
the law restrains every hand uplifted for a 
neighbor's Injury- a republic in which 
every citizen Is a sovereign, but in which 
no one cares to wear a caown. Behold a 
republic standing erect wnlle empires all 
around are bowed beneath the weight of 
their own armaments— a republic whos* 
flag is loved while other flags are only 
feared. Behold a republic increasing la 
itopulation, in wealth, in strength and la 
Inmience, solving the problems of civilisa- 
tion and hastening the coming of a uni- 
versal brotherhood— a republic which 
shakes thrones and dlssolvos aristocracies 
by Its silent example and gives light and 
Insplrattuu to thoso who ut In darknosa. 
Behold a republic gradually but auraly 
becoming the aupreme moral factor in th* 
world's progress and the accepted arbiter 
of the world's dUputer,— a republic whuao 
history, llks the path of the Just "Is aa
